< rarrick to make the revival a power in 
til« - land. 1 am confident that there w ill 
siKin Ik* a reddition of this condition *>f 
things. 
History rejjcatH itself, and the 
theater of today is fundamentally the 
theater of Charles 11. W*- must look to 
Shakespeare for the reum dy /’ 
T h e D ra m a ’s S a lva tio n . 
“ Do y ou regard the art.* a*-manager as 
a necessity ? ' ’ 
“ Yes, he is the salvation and health 
of tli<* drama. When the speculator lias 
become powerless through the very 
causes that giv*1 him power, the owners 
of theatrical property w ill come to th* 
actor and say , ‘Take possession of my 
play house,* Then w ill ensue the Shak* 
spearean revival. ” 
Most actors are opposed to th*' ft*’tor 
manager plan, and not without reason 
for the fortunate individual is certain 
never to accept, play s which «1*» not con 
tain dominâ t mg parts for himself. 'I lius 
his peopl** have a hard time of it in th* 
effort to rise from the ranks. 
A promi 
m ut actor who has also tried manage 
ment voiced the opinion of the Kialt* 
ites when lie said to me: 
“ Malone is theorizing, and tha t, too, 
w ithout tli<* v estige of a basis tor his 
peculiar ideas. 
W hen tho tim e com* 
tha t tin* ow ner of theatrical property 
will say t o t lie actor, ‘Take poso ssion 
of m y playhouse, ’ the asylum s will I*** 
obliged to build annexes for th*1 accom ­ 
m odation of tli**s« • confiding indiv iduals. 
I hav e been a star. 
Sonic ot my tours 
w**Ve notable for the success attending 
them, and more* of them were notable 
for tla* absence of success. Hut absolute 
disaster w as nev er my lot until I be- 
I cam e an actor-manager. 
T hen ev ery­ 
thin g w ent 1*> the dogs. Th** business *d 
the enterprise w as nev er porperly at 
tended to, and the worry of it all kept, 
me from doing oil the stag« * the best 
w ork of w hich I am capable, and that, 
has alw ays iK*en tin* exjterienco in tins 
country. 
In London the peculiar condi­ 
tions existing m ake success 
possible 
and ev en probable. 
As to Shakespeare, 
his plays are now su!» ordinate to the 
actor. 
Let. another Booth arise, and the 
hard of Av on w ill be as popular as ev er 
w hen interpreted hv that particular ac­ 
tor. Shakespeare is often butchered now', 
but seldom played properly. That is tl** 
cause w hich is r< ¡qionsiblo for th« * pres­ 
ent alleged deplorable condition of tlu* 
classic dram a.

take By a resolution of congress to sus­ 
pend the law of gravitation as attempt 
to compel an unlimited number ot •>" 
cent dollars to circulate with 100 cent 
dollars at a parity with each other.

THE PYRAMIDS.

C lim ber—G raphic D escription of a M oun­ 
tain K ide on a C am el. 


The Troy (N. Y .) Times prints a let­ 
ter w ritten at Cairo, Eg y pt, by Key . Dr. 
L. M. S. Hay nes, pastor of the First 
Baptist church of that city , to H. D. 
Sweet, a parishioner, in which he say s: 
“ Our conductor called us to an early 
breakfast at 6 :30. 
Our party of five 
were promptly 011 hand. 
Our carriag e 
was an ordinary American hack. 
We 
soon reachf d the bridg e over the Nile 
and entered the avenue of acacia trees 
sk irting the elevated pike which the 
g overnment has built clear to the py ra­ 
mids, a distance of about eig ht miles. 
The road was literally crowded with 
farm ers’ ‘fellahoe, ’ coming into market. 
We passed hundreds of camels and don­ 
key s loaded down w ith every conceiva­ 
ble thing , especially fresh white clover, 
g reat q uant ities of which are sold in the 
city . 
Each camel carries about 400 
pounds. 
W ith all the animals there 
were men, women and children, most of 
them walking , hut they will ride back. « 
The men and boy s seemed to be having 
a g ood tim e; but, as usual, the women 
and g irls looked sad and miserable. The 
donkey s were looking down 
to the 
g round, hut t)^ camels looked up in the 
air, as they alway s do. 
They are very 
hig h minded. Their hacks are also hig h, 
as I can testify , for I had my first camel 
ride today . 
In about an hour we rode 
up to the very base of the g reat pile of 
stone and alig hted from our carriag e iu 
the sand, w ith the sun three hours hig h 
and blazing hot. It was about W o’clock. 
We were immediately surrounded by 
the usual crowd of clamorous Arabs, 
anx ious to help us up the g reat climb. 
But our conductor, Mr. Solomon, and 
our superb drag oman, Abraham, who 
had been w ith us up the Nile, cleared 
them all away , and we selected three 
men each, fine looking men in white. 
“ We wont rig ht away over a pile of 
sand along the base and stood upon the 
first tier of stone. 
Then 1 formally 
looked up for th «■ first time. 
W* 
had 
seen the three py ramids, so fam iliar 111 
picture, for more than an it our, hut they 
did not seem to be so v< ry larg o, be­ 
cause there is nothing to compare them 
with. 
But it is three-fourths of a mile 
around Cheops, and 48 0 feet to the top. 
The stones are about six feet sq uare, and 
project one bey ond the other, just like 
g oing up many stairs. 
The place for 
y our feet is about four feet, a very g ood 
standing if y ou reached the floor or 
were not g oing up 48 0 feet rig ht up in 
the air nearly three times as hig h as our 
church steeple. 
“ Wo walk ed easily along one course 
of stone on the west side, which were 
worn smooth w ith passing feet, and 
came to the northwest corner, where 
the ascent is made. 
Two men took me 
by the hand, and one pushed behind, 
and I beg an g oing up stairs four feet at 
a step. A fter about 200 steps I conclud­ 
ed to stop. W«.* must have been about 8 0 
feet up at that corner. 
I was not dizzy 
nor very lame, but 1 felt very peculiar, 
and I felt more peculiar every minute 
afterw ard until 1 g ot back 
011 to solid 
and capacious footing . 
But up we 
went, hop, skip and jump, g oing all the 
time and g oing upon the rag g ed cornc r 
of nothing . 
The stones were smooth, 
irreg ular and sometimes broken, but 
none less than four feet. 
Heaven was 
above y ou and both sides of y ou, and 
everlasting smashation beneath y ou if 
y ou should fall. 
Just then one of the 
Arabs tumbled a little and g ave me a 
shock like an electric battery . 
“ Now we come to the half way place 
where they have thrown off a few rocks, 
and where y ou can brace 
y ourself 
ag ainst the breast stones of Cheops and 
look off a little. 
We were 240 feet up 
m the desert air, standing or leaning on 
the rag g ed corner and try ing to beh ive 
and say it was fun. 
But it was not. 
There was too much risk and dang er. 
Some people have to be blindfolded to 
g e t them down, and many faint, and 
not long since an Eng lish soldier fell. 
But on we g o a little farther, and, think ­ 
ing the m atter all over, 1 called a halt 
and 
deliberately decided 
that 
was 
enoug h. The view \va . ** im 
1 suppose, and if 1 could li 
climbing when 1 was 20 
mig ht have seen the g ram 
down, as I was in t dizzy , 
But any step mig ht have I 
and 1 did not enjoy it as 
11 
my splendid c (' pta, 11, t la 
barrassod me s« mowlmt. 
“ Once at the bottom we mounted 
camels to g o to the sphinx , 
A very 
larg e, white fellow fell to my lot. 
He 
was fiat on the g round as I mounted. 
When lie beg an to g et up, I thoug ht he 
was g oing all to pieces. 
He rose in sec­ 
tions, with four distinct motions, and 
as each section a.**umed the horizontal 
1 was jerked backward and forward. 
Cut a foot log into four parts, joint them 
tog ether, g e t astride and have that log 
beg in to assume the shape of a saw­ 
horse, w ith y ou on top, and y ou have 
the idea. However, I held on, and away 
we went. 
1 estimated that from my 
chin to the end of the camel s nose was 
six feet at least. 
The motion, once up, 
was not very disag reeable. 
“ W ould g entleman like to trot?” in­ 
q uired the driver. 
The g entleman said 
he would. He had come to Eg y pt to see 
every thing . 
11« mig ht have said there 


1- more to f**« l than to «*>*>. Any way , we 
went lor about 20 lods. when I called 
out, ‘Oh, oh, f« h!’ and the creature fell 
into a walk. 
“ Soon we came to tin* g reat sphinx . 
It is l.ig y and no m istak e—a hug e wom­ 
an's head <» 11 a lion's body . 
It i* about 
as larg e as our church. 
In fr< nt of it.

The history of the cochineal insect 
was for a long time very obscure, and 
at one time the species employ ed in 
commerce was considered a kind of 
g rain.

It is now cultivated in some 
of the West India islands and in a few 
of our western states, but it is 
111 Mex ­ 
ico only that it is raised in sufficient 
q uantities to form an article of com­ 
merce. The insect is raised 011 the coch­ 
ineal tree, or Indian fig or nopal, which 
is a species of cactus. 
The cochineal is first collected about 
the middle of December. 
The inserts 
are removed from the tree w ith a knife, 
the edg e of which has been blunted, or 
are carefully brushed off w ith a sq uir­ 
rel tail. This labor is performed by the 
women. 
The insects are usually killed 
by the application of heat, b y baking in 
ovens or by the heat ef the sun. 
When the cochineal arrives in the 
mark et, it is in the form of a small 
g rain, having a convex and a concave 
side, but with very little resemblance 
to the body of an insect. 
It is used for 
dy eing crimson and scarlet and for 
mak ing carmine. Cochineal alone y ields 
a purple color, which, when mix ed w ith 
a solution of tin in uitrom uriatic arid, 
may be chang ed to a most beautiful 
scarlet. 
The discovery is said to have 
been made in this wise: 
A man who was m ak ing a thermome­ 
ter placed in his window an ex tract of 
cochineul made with boiling water, and 
in some way a vial containing nitro- 
muriatic acid was broken over it. 
This 
acid chang ed the purple dy e into a most 
beautiful dark red, and by ex periments 
this man soon found that the tin dis­ 
solved in the acid caused the chang e of 
color. 
A11 ing enious dy er at Ley den, 
Holland, broug ht the discovery to per­ 
fection. 
The secret afterw ard became 
known, and a larg e dy eing establish*

A HIST ORIC CANNON. 


Wan In the M ex ican W ar and I k Now I’sed 
uk a Curbhtone F ender. 
Almost tin only relic in » x istence of 
the battery that was established 
111 this 
city during the Mex ican w ar is an old 
cannon that is at present doing duty as 
a curbstone fender. At the 
tim e the bat­ 
tery was constructed it was 011 the edg e 
of the bay and near where the corner of 
Broadway and Sansome stre* t now is. 
When peace was declared, the battery 
was dismantled and the m aterial of any 
use was carried away . 
For some reason 
one cannon was left behind, carriag e 
and all. 
There appeared to be nothing 
the mat ter w ith it, and it was even used 
several times to fire Fourth of July sa­ 
lutes. 
As the y ears went by the carriag e was 
moved away and remained ly ing on tin* 
g round for a time. When Battery street 
was cut throug h, it received its name 
from the old fort, and the cannon was 
rolled down to the edg e? of the curb as a 
reminder of the old day s. 
How long it lay there is a q uestion 
that nobody can answer, for those who 
m ig ht have done so are all dead. 
At 
any rate it is known that a patriotic 
dray man concluded that 
the cannon 
should be tak en care of. He g ot a num ­ 
ber of volunteers, and when the curb­ 
stone was put in the crowd carried it to 
the corner and poked its muzzle down 
into a hole. 
It has remained then ever 
since.—San Francisco Cull.
